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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 8, applicant's argument that 
Yamauchi does not teach or suggest vertical cutting edges is incorrect. The cutting roller 18 has two sharp edges 23, 24 which are 
extending vertically and performing vertical cuts on the plate 2. See Fig. 2 and col. 4, lines 37-63 in Yamauchi. Applicant's argument that 
Yamauchi does not suggest or teach that Yamauchi's cutting device can be used for crating a castellated cuts on an envelop is not 
persuasive. Certainly, Yamauchi's cutting device is capable to be used to cut castellated cuts on an envelope. Conversely, Applicant's 
cutting device is not only intended to be used for cutting envelope, but it also can be used to cut other sheet of materials. Applicant's 
cutting device is only a cutting device and its intended use does not affect the structure or the operation of the cutting device. 
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
